NO TALK OF APPROPRIATION. 


MAY BE DEFERRED UNTIL NEXT 
SESSION. 


Like Their Predecessors These Solons 
Are Sticklers for Economy and 
Their Cry Is, ‘““‘Where Is the 
Money to Come From?” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY,Mo., Jan. 20.—Strange 
to say the idea seems to prevail among 
many members of the Legislature that this 
Assembly is not called upon to appropriate 
any money for the Louisiana Purchase Cen- 
tennial Exposition to be held in St. Louis 


in 1903. 

They seem ‘to think that there will be 
Dlenty of time for the Legislature of 1901 to 
make appropriation, losing sight of the fact 
that every State in the purchase territory 
will naturally wait for Missouri to lead in 
the matter of providing funds for an expo- 
sition that will be chiefly of benefit to her. 

Not a single suggestion has been heard 
from a member that there should be any 
move in this direction by this Assembly. 
There is no enthusiasm over the project 
among the members. They are waiting to 
be waked up to their responsibilities and 
duties in the premises, and the people of 
St. Louis will have to arouse them. 

It is surprising the complacency with 
which Senators and members, when the 
subject is mentioned, dismiss it by saying 
the “‘next Legislature can attend to that.” 
It will take hard work to interest a ma- 
jority of the members to the point where 
they will be willing to vote an adequate 
appropriation. The members of this Leg- 
islature do not differ from their predeces- 
sors in being sticklers for economy. An ap- 
propriation of $50,000 gives them cold chills 
and the mention of $100,000 strikes them 
dumb with horror. They ask where the 
money is to come from. They talk long 
and earnestly about burdened taxpayers. 
They forget entirely “that the amount of 
revenue cannot be increased materialiy ex- 
cept by a higher assessment, and that there 
is practically no way by which one dollar 
of taxation can be added to the present 
burden... They forget that the only ques- 
tion to be considered is how the revenue 
available is to be spent, and whether it is 
not practicable to retrench in geome direc-

ROB A BANK. 


They Left Nearly $10,000 Be- 
hind Them at Arthur.

A FARMER’S BRAVERY SAVED IT. 


HE HAD BEEN CAPTURED, BUT 
ESCAPED FROM THE GUARD. 


After Securing a Considerable Sum the 
Thieves Escaped by the Hand- 
Car Route and Search for 
Them Has Been Futile. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ARCOLA, IIL, Jan. 20.—Six burglars last 
night robbed the bank at Arthur, ten 
miles from this city. 

The amount of the loes is reported, but 
not authoritatively, at $3000 in cash. The 
officers of the looted institution have so 
far given out no statement. 

The bank was broken into at 1 o’clock 
by six masked men, who blew open the 
vault, causing great damage to the building 
and breaking the plate glass front. Some of 
the missiles went clear across the street, 
breaking a plate glass in a furniture store 
and doing other damage. 

Three explosions occurred. Shortly after 
the first expiosion Joe Ramwolf, who came 
in from the country after a doctor, reached 
the bank on horseback and he was met 
in the middle of the street by three masked 
men, who leveled guns on him and made 
him dismount and took him to the bank of- 
fice. There they compelled him to take off 
his shoes and stockings and one man 
guarded him with a gun, while the gafe 
was again twice dynamited. 

The thieves then began to bind and gag 
Ramwolf, but by a brave effort, he made 
his escape out of ‘the side door. As he 
made his exit the two guards outside sent 
several volleys of bullets after him, but 
none took effect. He went through the 
town giving the alarm at full speed in his 
bare feet, which were badly lacerated and 
almcst frozen. He ran five blocks before 
he succeeded in arousing anybody. Then 
he awakened Ed Cox and his son, who im- 
mediately awakened the bank cashier. 

The robbers had by this time completed 
their work and escaped. Bleodhounds were 
telephoned for, but efforts to trail them 
have met poor success. 

The robbers broke into the section house 
of the T. H. & P,. and secured a hand- 
car and went east,-leaving the handcar 
within half a mile of Arcola. 

They only secured about $3000 in cash, and 
a number of notes which are amply cov- 
ered by insurance. . They had not time to 
open one safe, which contained $9000 in 


money and $9300 in bonds. They would 
have opened this safe had not Ramwolf 
made his escape and gave the alarm which 
frightened them away. 

Thursday evening when the bank books 
were made * there was $6200 balance of 
cash on hand. Cashier Morris says that 
nobody will lose anything, and that the 
bank will open for business as soon as 
proper repairs can be made. 

New posses are being formed to hunt the 
burglars. A peculiar feature is that the 
reports of the dynamite did not awaken the 
whole town. One family who lived in the 
same block was not aroused. Several par-

The statement originally filed at Jefferson 
City and now before Referee Seddon, was 
drawn up by L. G. Kammerer, as cashier, 
and signed by John H, Rothman as presi- 
dent. It is sworn to as correct by Direc- 
tors G. H. Elbrecht, H. Klages and Joseph 
Marks, 

There are nine of these sworn statements 
in the possession of Attorney Hoss, which 
will be used in the investigation before the 
referee.

434.53, and the Schwartz Bros. Commission 
Co., in notes and overdrafts, $86,132.18. 

“The banks held notes, many of them. un- 

secured, against these four companies of 
$475,179.64 on the day it failed. Overdrafts 
brought the obligations of the companies 
up to $479,233.56. 
, ‘Following the bank failures all of the 
companies made assignments. As showing 
their insolvency when the bank accepted 
their notes and gave them overdrafts, Re- 
ceiver Stone has been able. to recover only 
the following amounts on their obligations 
to the bank: 

“Noble & Dolch, $16,897.99 out of $77,565; 
Consumers’ Coal Co., $1000 out of $142,111.85; 
F, S. Teuscher, 23,715.07 out of $173,434.53) 
Schwartz Bros. Commission Co., $9,993.84 out 
of $86,132.18. 

“The total amount realized on the Indebt- 
edness of $479,233.56 of the four companies 
to the bank was $51,606.90, leaving the bank 
the loser of $427,626.66. 

“Cashier Kammerer of the bank was an 
officer of the Nolte & Dolch Fertilizer Co, 
Louls Nolte of the same company was 
director of the bank. Directora Klag 
and Elbrecht of the bank were officers 
the Coneumers’ Coal Co. Fred Schwarts of 
the Schwartz Bros. Commission Co, was a 
director of the bank. 

“The books of the bank are covered with 
red ink entries which show overdrafts were 
given recklessly. As much aa $175,000 was 
given at one time. The daily balance sheet 
has not shown any overdrafts for 10 years.”’ 

The books also show, according to Mr. 

Hass, that after overdrafts were issued up 
to about $25,000 to the Consumers’ Com- 
pany or Schwartz Bros., they would be 
called up and required to give notes, These 
notes were generally not secured and were 
worthless.

For his next attempt Jackson says he drank 
a pint of alcohol and then went out and sat 
on a snow bank and prayea that he might 
catch pneumonia or something just as bad. 
His prayer was not answered. The third 
time Jackron mixed a pound of potash in 
water and drank it.

NEW YORK FINANCIERS AFTER 
THE CUBAN PRODUCT. 


HAVANA, Jan. %.—Further particulars 
are given regarding the proposed control 
of the Cuban tobacco product and manu- 
facture by an American syndicate. The 
present owners ignored the propositions 
until assured that New York City and 
other banks had taken it out of the hands 
of professional promoters. The plan is yet 
a long way from consummat:on. Initial 
steps have been looking to the banks fur- 
nishing the money for a single corporation, 
which should control the output. The esti- 
mate is made that $1,000,000 would be suffi- 
cient to obtain the existing factories, but 
the amount needed to get the toh&cco 


lands of the Vuelta Abajo and. Part:dos 
districts is largely guess work. Estimates 
have been made of particular regions in 
Vuelta Abajo. These show on paper iarge 
prospective returns. One district, the Re- 
pate, figures $250,000 yearly profit on a net 
investment of $850,000. The largest est.- 
mate is $30,000,000 for the total tobacco area 
in the Provinces of Pinar del Rio and Ha- 
vana. 

The bank syndicate professed readiness 
to advance $100,000,000. The promise is 
made that if an arrangement is concluded, 
the funds will be immediately supplied for 
buying oxen, rebuilding dry:ng houses and 
other buildings destroyed during the war 
and providing seeds for next season's plant- 
ing, which begins in September. Five mil- 
lion dollars is the est:mate for this pur- 
vose. Left to themselves, under the most 
avorable conditions it will be two years 
before the tobacco farmers can return to 
a normal production, Their greatest draw- 
back is lack of oxen. The crop this year 
is very short, though the recent rains are 
helping it. 

The Havana factories will not be able to 
meet the demand for cigars this year, be- 
cause of their inability to procure the leaf 


in sufficient quantities. Gustav Bock, whose 
companies were made part of the scheme 
of the English syndicate, said that the 
proposition had been made to him from 
respons:ble parties in New York. He 
thought the plan feasible, but it would take 
longer to consummate than its projectors 
had supposed. Other tobacco men say it ts 
possible, but not probable, though they are 
satisfied of the financial responsibility of 
the men who make the proposition. They 
treat it conservatively. 


KNOWLEDGE CAME TOO LATE. 


Nashville Council Believes It Erred in 
Granting a Franchise. 

NASHVILLE, Ih, Jan. 20.-—The City 
Council now realizes that it has erred in 
favoring the Central Union Telephone 
Company when a franchise to place a teie- 
phone system and exchange in the city 
was granted to the company. No time for 
placing the system or other requisites were 
exacted from the Central Unien. Though 
the franchise was not an exclusive one, it 
might as well have been euch, for the rep- 
reeentatives stated that work on the ex- 
change would be begun at once, and ac- 
cordingly all prospective phone users signed 
eontracts with the company for phones at 
a stipulated rental for a number of years. 
Six months have passed since the franchise 
was granted, and the city is without tele- 
phone service, becavee a local company can 
not obtain subscribers.

Gerrit H. Ten Broek has dismissed his 
suit against John W. Gates and Ehert H. 
Gory for $1,875,000 damages for breach of 
contract. 

This case had the distinction of involving 
a larger amount of money than any other 
suit ever filed in the St. Louis Circuit Court. 
Ten Broek alleged that he entered into an 
agreement with the defendants in New 
York, Dec. 13, 1897, to form a corporation to 
purchase all the wire rod, barb wire and 


wire nail manufactories in the United 
States, for the purpose of controlling the 
market on their output. The _ piaintiff 
claimed that the agreement provided that 
all the profits of the trust should be pooled 
with J. Pierpont Morgan, who was to pay 
all operating expenses out of the fund and 
divide the remainder between the promo- 
ters of the trust—half to the plaintiff and 
half to the defendants. 

Ten Broek claimed that after the arrane- 
ments for the consummation of this agree- 
ment had been made, the defendants se- 
cretly and clandestinely formed another 
corporation which, without.the plaintiff's 
knowledge, purchased all the wire rod, 
barb wire and wire nail manufactories that 
were included in the original agreement be- 
tween him and the defendants. He said 
that he was excluded from any participa- 
tion in the shares and benefits of this cor- 
poration. Gates and Gary, he claimed, 
cleared $3,750,000 out of the transaction and 
he brought suit against them to recover 
one-half this sum as damages that he had 
suffered by their failure to conform to their 
alleged agreement with him. 

“The case has been compromised,’ said 
M. M. Herold of Jones & Herold, the plain- 
tiff’s attorneys. “I am not at liberty to 
make the terms of the settlement public, 
but I will say that it is entirely satisfac- 
tory to all the parties.”

They pitehed camp, and Faudi 
left the others, saying he was going to 
Brooks Bayou to get a mess of ducks for 
supper. He had hunted there before, and 
knew the bayou thoroughly. Late in the 
evening he had not returned. One of the 
party fired a signal, which was answered. 
A shot fired half an hour later was also 
answered and the party turned in, think- 
ing Faudi would return. 

The next morning traces of a camp, pre- 
sumably Faudi’s, and two empty sheils 
were found north of the party’s camp. 

Tracks in the soft ground showed that 
Faudi had started toward his companion’s 
camp, but had missed it, going too far to 
the east. 

Philip Faudi, Jr., has about given up hope 
that his father will be found alive. He an- 
nounced Friday that he would double the 
reward offered.

Its chief provisions 
are those which give the Gévernor the ap- 
pointment of the three Commissioners and 
give the Commissioners absolute authority 
in the appointment of judges and clerks. 
The Governor is not Lmited in the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners. 

In the original, the bi‘ll applied to 
Louis and Kansas City, But Burleigh, 
fearing. tlie opposition of the Kansas City 
members, has decided to make it appiy oniy 
to St. Louis. Judge Henry L. Kdamunds 
Grew the bill, with the assistance and ad- 
v.ce of Excise Commissioner Charies  P. 
Higgins. It is_ also indorsed by Election 
Commissioner Hugh J. Brady and other St. 
Louis Democrats of tike «tanding. 

It provides that immediately after the or- 
Banization of the new elect.on board the 
city shall be divided by them into precincts 
containing not more than 400 voters. 

These precincts shall be rearranged geix 
months before each presidential election. 
Sixty days before the next genera] election 
the board shall appoint two deputy com- 
missioners for each precinct, who shall 
constitute boards of registry for each pre- 
cinct. These boards of registry shall meet 
On the Tuesday four weeks before the elec- 
tion, which shall be the first registration 
day. The second registration day shall be 
the following Saturday, and the third dav 
the Tuesday three weeks before the elec- 
tion. These boards of registry shall sit 
from 1 p. m. until 11 p. m. There shall be 
registration at the office of the Board of 
Election Commissioners every business day 
except those days on which the boards of 
2 are in session. 

ne day prior to the last day of registra- 
tion, the commissioners shall appoint one 
canvasser for each precinct, who shall can- 
Vass the registration on the Saturday and 
Monday following the last day of registra- 
tion. They shall each be accompanied and 
assisted by a police officer. 

On Wednesday, Thursday and Friday fol- 
Jowing the Tuesday two weeks before the 
election, the Comm!ssioners shall meet as 
a Board of Revision. 

Three weeks before intermediate elections, 
except special elections. there shall be one 
day of registration by the Precinct Boards 
of Registry. 

It is not required that the lists of judges 
and clerks shali be submitted to the Circuit 
Court for approval, but the judges and 
clerks must be equally divided between the 
two political parties.

STANDING BY THE SCHOOLS. 


Representative Tubbs’ Resolution on 
Certificates of Indebtedness. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. ®—Dr. 
Tubbs of Osage County in the House this 


morning precipitated a discussion of the 
certificates of indebtedness in the interest 
of the school fund, the validity of which 
has been called in question. Tubbs offered 
a resolution to declare such certificates 
debts of the State. These certificates or- 
iginated in the grant of 46,000 acres of land 
by Congress when the State was admitted 
to the Union in 1821. It was given as a 
seminary fund. The land was sold in 1832 
and the money used as a part of the gen- 
eral fund of the State. Certificates were 
issued, but were iater wiped out. In de- 
fense of his resolution Tubbs recited the 
history of the grants and reimbursements 
of the State for money spént in raising 
troops. Bonds were finally supplanted by 
certificates of indebtedness and gradually 
the certificates have increased until they 
now provide $186,000 for the public schools 
and $63,000 for the University. Tubbs 
eharged that State officers were trying to 
get control of the money to use it for gen- 
eral purposes. He asserted that the school 
fund was in danger. Bohart had the reso- 
lution sent to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Rubey of Macon introduced a bill which 
he requested the House not to print. It is 
an amendment to the school law. Hall 
moved, in order that it might more ef- 
fectually suppressed, that it be in 
Rubey explained that 
the bill was harmless and he was only try- 
ing to save the State the expense of print- 
ing. He withdrew his request. Hall with-

One 
day last summer petroleum was discovered 
on the Mills farm, and after some develop- 
ment experts agreed that the oil vein wou.d 
prove profitable. The Senator will devote 
his spare moments to making it so. 


The Senator From Norway. 

Senator Knute Nelson of Minnesota was 
born in Norway in 1843 and came to the 
United States in 1849. He has not per- 
mitted the grass to grow under his feet 
since he landed on American soll. _Nine- 
teen years after his arrival in America he 
Was holding office, and he has held places of 
public trust ever since, Hie first trial as 
a lawmaker was in 1868, when he was a 
member of the Wisconsin Legislature. He 
removed to Minnesota and served in the 
Legislature of that State. Then he served 
three terms in the House, and was one of 
the few Republicans who voted against the 
McKinley tariff bill in 189. After two 
terms as Governor of Minnesota he came 
into the Senate in 1895. 

Mr. Nelson is not a man of any great 
prominence in the Senate, He sits in the 
back row and keeps a close eye on the 
proceedings, rarely making himself con- 
spicuous in debate or committee. He has 
good horse sense, however, and such men 
are valuable as legislators,

MAY INDICT MRS. JACKSON. 


Jackson County Authorities Want Her 
Tried With Goddard. — 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 20—Evidence 
has been introduced before the _ special 
grand jury in an effort to secure the in- 
dictment of Mrs. Fred J. Jackson for com- 
plicity in the murder of her husband, April 
2, 1897. Jackson, a leading laundryman, 
was killed by Dr. J. D. Goddard, a promi- 
nent physician, in Mrs. Jackson’s rooms. 
Goddard was tried twice, at the second trial 
the jury finding thhim guilty of murder in 
the second degree, and fixing his punish- 
ment at sixteen years in the penitentiary. 
He appealed to the Supreme Court and was 
granted a new trial. Later he was granted 
a change of venue to Cass County, and 
is now at ‘liberty on $13,000 bond. Mrs. 
Jackson was arrested, charged with com- 
licity in the murder, and on a preliminary 
earing was discharged. The’ plan igs to 
have Dr. Goddard and Mrs, Jackson in- 
dicted jointly, so that they may be tried 
in Jackson County. On the former trials 
the testimony tending to show undue inti- 
macy between them was ruled out by 
Special] Judge Longan. The State hopes by 
trying Goddard in this county to have this 
testimony admitted and thus strengthen its

From Her Husband Written 
Thirty-Six Years Ago. 


COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 20.—The mail car-

Coombs, at Erlanger, Ky., a letter which 


was written to her from this city by her 
husband, Capt. Thomas M. Coombs, Aug.
